WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—(?)— 
An attempt to sidetrack the ad- 
ministration’s wage-hour bill in 
favor of a more drastic measure 
sponsored by the American Fed- 
eration of Labor failed in’ the 
house tonight. The vote, by tell- 


ers, was 162 to 131. 

The substitute, which would 
have imposed uniform wage-hour 
standards instead of the more 
flexible ones in the administration 
bill, provided the first major test 
of the leadership’s. strength on 
this legislation. 

The federation’s proposal ‘was 
that minimum wages of 40 cents 
an hour and maximum hours -f 
40 a week be specified in the law. 
The administration bill would give 
an administrative agency power 
to fix ‘wage standards, within 
limits.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—(4)— 
The senate approved unanimously 
tonight an amendment to reduce 
administrative costs of the propos- 
ed new crop control program and 


thus increase the payments and 
loans received by the farmer. 

Majori.y Leader Barkley, Dem- 
ocrat, - Kentucky, offered the 
amendment. Vice President Gar- 
ner, wielding the gavel, cut short 
debate and hastened its approval. 

The amendment would limit ad- 
ministrative costs spent’in Wash- 
ington to 1 per cent, those spent 
outside Washington to 2 per cent, 
and also require publicity of all 
expenses of the county committees 
of farmers, who would help oper- 
ate the control system. 

Demands by Senators Byrd, 
Democrat, Virginia; Russell, Dem- 
ocrat, Georgia, and Hatrn, Demo- 
|crat, New Mexico, that administra- 
tive costs be cut led to the amend- 
ment, which Barkley called a 
“compromise.” 

Senator Russell had complained 
that administration costs under the 
payment program last year were

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I have the honor of instructions 
from his" majesty’s government 
of the United Kingdom to address 
your excellency on the subject of 
attacks made by Japanese air- 
craft and land forces on British 
warships and merchant shipping 
at. Wuhu and near Nanking De- 
cember 12. These incidents 
clearly raise grave issues. 

At Wuhu a British tug which 
had conveyed from Nanking his 
majesty’s consul, the British mil- 
itary attache and flag captain to 
the British rear admiral, the 
Yangtze, was attacked by Jap- 
anese machine-gun fire after 
transferring these officers to H. 
M. S. Ladybird. 


The latter proceeded to join 
the tug in order to protect her 
when she observed a Japanese 
field gun battery firing on mer- 
chant ships concentrated above 
the Asiatic Petreleum Company’s 
installation. The firing contin- 
ued and was directed at H. M. S. 
Ladybird herself. There weré 
four direct hits on this vessel: 
one naval rating (seaman) was 
killed, another seriously wounded 
and three minor casualties, in- 
cluding the flag captain. 


BATTERY FIRES 
ON BEE ALSO 


A direct hit also was seen to 
be sustained by the British ship 
Suivo. H. M. S. Bee then arrived 
on the scene and was also fired 
on by a shore battery. 

The commander of H. M. S&S. 
Bee landed to protest and was in- 
formed by Colonel ‘Hashimoto, 
senior Japanese military officer 
then at Wuhu, that the firing on 
the warships was due to a mis- 
take, but that he had orders to 
fire on every ship on the river. 

At a later interview the same 
officer stated categorically that 
if. any ships moved on the river 
they would be fired on and, de- 
spite protests, H. M. S. Bee and 
Ladybird after berthing remained 
covered by guns at point blank 
range. Near Hsia-Sanshan above 
Nanking, where British merchant 
ships were concentrating in a part 
of the river previously designated 
by the Japanese commander in 
chief as a safety zone, three sep- 
arate bombing attacks were made 
by Japanese aircraft on them and 
H. M. S. Cricket and Scarab, 
which were with them. 


His majesty’s government now

His majesty’s government ob- 
serve that your excellency’s note 
makes no mention of attacks on 
British merchant vessels and I am 
instructed to request that as- 
surance may be given that all 
that was said in that note ap- 
plies equally to these attacks, 

His majesty’s government take 
particular note of the statement 
that those responsible will be 
suitably dealt with. The ade- 
quate punishment of those re- 
sponsible for the particular at- 
tacks under discussion seems in- 
deed to his majesty’s government 
the only method by which fur- 

’ ther outrages can be prevented. 

His majesty’s government can- 
not but recall previous incidents 
wherein the .Japanese govern- 
ment expressed regret for attacks 
made on British vessels and 
property and have given assur- 
ances that adequate steps had 
been taken to prevent any repeti- 
tion, They call to mind the at- 
tack made on his majesty’s am- 
bassador in China while traveling 
by road from Nanking toward 
Shanghai, the subsequent attack 
on motor cars carrying British 
officials on a similar journey, and 
attacks on British civilians and 
military posts in the defense pe- 
rimeter at Shanghai as well as 
other incidents, and repeated as- 
surances of the Japanese govern- 
ment of their intentions fully to 
respect the interests of third 
powers in the present conflict 
with China. 

It is clear that steps hitherto 
taken by the Japanese govern- 
ment to prevent such attacks 
have so far failed in that purpose 
and his majesty’s government 
must now ask that they be in- 
formed that measures have ac- 
tually been taken of a character 
which will put a definite stop to 
the incidents of which they com- 


plain.

The marker—on the site of the 


battle line at the intersection of 
Flat Shoals road and Glenwood 
avenue—was given by the E. A. 
Minor lodge, F. & A. M. It is 
the first of-a series of monuments 
to be placed along the battle line 
by various civic organizations, 
12-Mile Battle. 

The Battle of Atlanta was 
fought in July, 1864, along a 12- 
mile front extending from Grant 
park to atur. 

Recalling the suffering endured 
by the men who fought in the bat- 
tle and the continued hardship 
during the days after the war in 
Atlanta, Governor’ Rivers and 


‘|Mayor Hartsfield paid tribute to 


the men who died in battle. 

Mayor Hartsfield accepted the 
marker for the city while DeKalb 
County Commissioner C. W. Mat- 
thews accepted it for DeKalb. The 
marker is a bronze tablet mounted 
on a granite base and recites 
briefly the history of the battle.

Wilbur G. Kurtz, of the Atlanta 
Historical Society, also spoke, 
along with Lieutenant Colonel 
Louis A. Falligant, executive offi- 
cer at Fort McPherson, and F. H.

HUNGARY RESUMES 
PAYMENT ON DEBT 


Joins Finland as Only Na- 
tions Remitting to U. S. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—(P)— 
Hungary broke the long general 
suspension of wag debt payments 
today by depositing a small par- 
tial remittance to the United 
States. 

Its payment was only $9,828 on 
an obligation totaling $467,673. 

But it was the first from Hun- 
gary in more than five years and 
represented the first resumption of 
payments by any of the 12 debtor 
nations which have been in default 
since 1932. 

The greater part of the $1, 680,- 
170,447 which fell due to the Unit- 
ed States today, on the regular 
semi-annual installment date, 
went by default again. Most of the 
other nations reiterated their ih- 
ability to pay. 

Only Finland, of all the war 
debtors, met its installment me 
as usual.

CHICAGO, Dec. 15.—(?)—Mid- 
dle America slipped about its busi- 
ness today on a glaze of ice and 
snow.

Japanese people contribute to a 
fund for construction of “an exact 
duplicate of the Panay” to be pre- 
sented to the United States navy 
for service on the Yangtze. 

A group of high school girls, 
who said they represented 500 
students ‘of the “White Lily 
school,” left a sum of money at 
the navy ministry to be sent to 
the United States.” 

They specified it was to be used 
“for relief of unfortunate Ameri- 
cans aboard the Panay.” 

Seven school girls and their 
teacher visited Ambassador Grew 
at the embassy and expressed their 
regrets over the Panay tragedy. 
Their spokesman said “the Jap- 
anese women have no words to 
apologize sufficiently” and ex- 
pressed hope that Japanese-Amer- 
ican relations would not be af- 
fected. 

A representative of the foreign 
office yesterday visited the Ital- 
ian embassy and apologized for 
the death of Sandro Sandri, Ital- 
ian newspaperman who died on

“The first night we slept in a 
Chinese farmhouse where we were 
treated royally,” Marshall said. 
“The second night we slept in the 
quarters of Captain Yone Masuda, 
Japanese military officer at Tai- 


ping, who provided us a truck.” 

Vines. was aboard the Meian 
when the Japanese attacked. He 
said: 

“The Standard Oil ships and the 
Panay were clustered together 
with United States flags every- 
where on them when the Japa- 
nese planes appeared. 


“T was standing on deck and 
watched the craft zoom over, 
reconnoitering. They wheeled and 
began lining up for the bombing. 

“IT knew what was coming. I 
ran inside and dove under a table 
which, I think, saved my life, as 
it broke the force of the shrapnel 
when the bombs came. 


“The Japanese attacked repeat- 
edly, flying low and loosing ex- 
plosives. 

“There could be no doubt they 
saw the American flags waving 
from the ships and painted on 
their decks. 

Given First Aid. 


“I managed to get ashore where 
a Japanese soldier gave me first 
aid for my wounds. With Mar- 
shall, who also was wounded, and 
Hodge, I walked 20 miles and got 
to Taiping Monday where, the 
Japanese supplied: a tfuck to 
Wuhu. 

“This morning a Japanese plane 
landed at Wuhu. I saw it from 
the hospital. Later we were told 
they would take us to Shanghai 
if we desired! 

“My God, I was glad! 

“As we flew down the river 

puffs of smoke were scattered 
along the countryside rising from 
fires and blazing guns. 
“We saw little, as the plane was 
largely closed. It was an armored 
craft with two machine guns that 
were manned constantly against 
possible Chinese aerial atack.”

TOO HURT TO TALK, 
HE CHALKS ORDERS 


SHANGHAI, Dec. 15.—(P)— 
“After I got aboard the Meian, 
that ship was bombed,” says 
Jim Marshall in his history of 
the Panay bombing. “I was 
struck by shrapnel and was 
wounded in-my neck, shoulder, 
stomach and chest: 

“After the Panay’s gun crew 
had fired to the last, Lieuten- 
ant Arthur F. Anders, execu- 
tive officer, whe was wounded 
and unable to talk, took a piece 
of white chalk and scribbled on 
the side of the ship: 

“*Take to boats. Stay as 
close to shore as possible. Then 
swim and send the boats 
back.’ ” 


MARTIN URGES BOYCOTT

DETROIT, Dec. 15.—(#)—De- 
claring that “a Japanese-made toy 
for an American child is a bomb 
for a Chinese child,” Homer Mar- 
tin, president of the United Auto- 
mobile Workers of America, today 
urged a boycott against Japanese 
goods.

Japan Takes Yangchow._ 

Japanese forces pushed deeper 
into China’s interior and captured 
the walled city of Yangchow, 35 
miles northeast of Nanking, in a 
surprise attack. Two American 
missionaries there, B. F. Stamps, 
of Huntington, W. Va., and Rich- 
mond, Va., and Mary Demerst, of 
Emerson, N. J., had not been heard 
from. 

(In Washington President Roose- 
velt and Secretary of State Cordell 
Hull awaited Japan’s reply to a 
formal American note on Sunday’s 
attacks demanding formal apology, 
full reparations and guarantees 
against any recurrence of such in- 
cidents. 

(Japanese officials in Tokyo 
considered new amends beyond 
expressions of apology and regret 
already given. The fundamentals, 
Japanese believed, already have 
been covered, but officials indi- 
cated they would meet “every 
American demand coincident with 
the necessities of the situation.” 

(Great Britain dispatched a note 
to Japan on attacks on the Brit- 
ish gunboats Ladybird and Bee 
and other vessels. 

(Foreign Secretary Anthony 
Eden told the house.of commons 
the note defined Britain’s attitude 
on the whole series of incidents 
and would seek guarantees against 
any petition. He read a Japanese 
note promising reparations and the 
calling to account of military units 
responsible for the attacks.) 


Jim Marshall, Far East corre- 
spondent of Collier’s Weekly, one 
of the survivors flown back to 
Shanghai yesterday in a Japanese 
warplane, gave the first American 
eye-witness account, 

Marshall declared the Japanese 
could not have failed to recognize 
the American flags flying from all 
four ships. He said, however, that 
he did not see the Panay machine- 
gunned by two Japanese launches 
because he had jumped to the 
nearest Standard Oil ships to help 
move it from danger.

Forestry Director Urges 


Years’ Pulpwood Study. 

A 12-month study of the pulp- 
wood industry in Georgia was 
recommended yeseterday by Frank 
Heyward, director of the division 
of forestry. 

Heyward, in a report on the con- 
dition of pulpwood in the state, 
declared it would be advisable to 
extend the appointment of a spe- 
cial senate and house committee, 
headed by Representative W. W. 
Larsen Jr., for a year to make its 
report to the regular session of the 
general assembly. The forestry 
director made a study of condi- 
tions recently, finding that timber | ; 
owners are receiving approxi- 
mately 50 cents for each 11-4 
cords of pulpwood. | 

He recommended a study also 
of the advisability of imposing a 
special tax on commission sellers 
and purchasers of the wood. His 
report stated the legislative com- 
mittee could arouse public interest 
in the industry by holding investi- 
gations at various points in the 
state.

BUSES ON PIEDMONT 
SQUGHT OF COUNCIL 


Power Company Proposes to 
Substitute Big Vehicles — 
for Street Cars. 


Plans for substitution of buses 
for street cars on Piedmont ave, 
nue and additional changes to re- 


lieve traffic congestion and open 
up a new through-town line were 
submitted to city council yesterday 
by the Georgia Power Company in 
answer to a council request a 
month ago. 

The petition to council proposed 
to revise bus fares to conform with 
street car fares, to extend the 
proposed Piedmont service to 
Ansley Park and Morningside, and 
to make changes on the south side 
along the Stewart avenue car line 
“to improve service to that section 
and make the new line a through- 
town line.” 

Envisage Buford Traffic. 

Preston Arkwright, Power Com- 
pany president, said the change 
suggested because of the desire of 
the city and state highway de- 
partment to repave Piedmont ave- 
nue, to relieve “the present traf- 
fic congestion,” and to prepare for 
the “much heavier traffic flow 
which will occur with the opening 
of the new Buford highway.” 


council, meeting this afternoon, is 
expected to approve the proposed 
change. 

Citizens of Ansley Park, Morn- 
ingside and Piedmont avenue ap- 
proved the plan at a meeting at 
the Piedmont Driving Club last 
night. 

Representatives at the meeting 
said approximately 85 per cent of 
the people in the affected area 
had indorsed the new plan.

Cost of the changes to the power 

company would be $244,140 in di- 
rect expenditure and $558,000 as 
the value of street railway prop- 
was to be abandoned, Arkwright 
said. : 
“The buses under consideration 
would seat from 30 to 35 passen- 
gers and would run approximately 
every three minutes during. the 
rush hours, and every 12 minutes 
during the non-rush period on that 
part of the line now served by the 
Piedmont and Stewart avenue 
lines,” he said. 

“On the Ansley Park, Morning- 
side and Sylvan Hills ends of the 
new line, as good or better head- 
ways would be maintained as at 
present, with the larger buses in 
use. The new bus line would ren- 
der a. much faster service, saving 
the people of Morningside and Syl- 
van Hills from five to eight min- 
utes in each direction, with other 
patrons getting a proportionate 
saving, depending upon where 
they catch the bus.” 

Extend Virginia Line. 

In addition to proposing substi- 
tution on Piedmont and Stewart 
avenue lines, the petition proposes 
to extend the present Virginia ave- 
nue bus line from Highland ave- 
nue and Lanier boulevard north 
along Highland avenue to Noble 
drive to provide more direct and 
faster service between Johnson 
Estates and the city via the Vir- 
ginia avenue route. 

Bus ,fares would be readjusted 
to conform with street car fares— 
offering four tickets for 30 cents 
and a system of free transfers be- 
tween buses anc street cars. 

Under the new setup, the Pied- 
mont bus would start at Marietta 
and Broad streets, go north on 
Broad to Peachtree, out Peachtree 
to Forrest avenue, east on Forrest 
te Piedmont avenue, north or 
Piedmont to South Prado. At Pied- 
mont and South Prado some of the 
buses would be routed to Ansley 
Park and others to Morningside.

LABOR WOULD BE THE CHIEF VICTIM 


Representative’Ramspeck, of the Fifth Dis- 
trict, in a speech delivered in the house, en- 
dorses the wage and hour bill now pending, 
basing his position on the belief that this meas- 
ure will aid in improving the condition of the 
workers of the south. 

No right thinking man or woman would fail 
to give earnest support to any sound movement 
looking to this end but certainly there is grave 
doubt as to whether the Black-Connery bill 
would benefit the workers of this section or 
make his lot still harder. 

An artificial stimulous to the worker, such 
as might come from the wage and hour Dill 
would be no more sensible nor sound than to 
attempt to better public service through the 
levying of taxes so high as to destroy the 
ability of the taxpayers to pay any taxes. 

Georgia’s educational, eleemosynary and 
hospitalization institutions are in many respects 
deplorably insufficient. Even so,.it would not 
be in their interest, nor to the welfare of the 
public—no matter how greatly to be desired— 
for Georgia to attempt, in one great leap, to 
increase these facilities to the point where they 
would be the equal of any in the country, by 
the expedient of placing a tax burden on the 
people so onerous that the result would be an 
eventual lessening in public revenues to such 


an extent that the institutions would receive 


even less support than now. 

Southern industry and southern labor should 
be so closely integrated in their hopes and 
progress that one cannot rise unless the other 
rises—that neither can fall unless both fall. 

Certainly, The Constitution has no sympathy 
either with the employer who grinds out in- 
ordinate profits at the cost of human labor, 
nor with the laborer who Is so short-sighted as 
to demand wages so unreasonable as to in- 
evitably bring about the demise of the industry 
for which he works. 

Representative Ramspeck takes the position 
that “if the wage and hour bill is properly 
administered there will be no discrimination 
against any section of the country.” Surely, 
the history of bureaucracy in Washington does 
not give any reasonable hope that the office- 
holders who would be placed in charge of the 
administration of the wage and hour law would 
be more efficient, and less political and selfish 
minded, than some of those who preceded them 
as heads of numerous agencies which have been 
more harmful than helpful. 

It is all too probable on the other hand, 
that the south would again become the victim 
of the business greed and political prejudice of 
other sections of the country. 

It is inconceivable that a southern Democrat, 
born and bred in the principles of Jeffersonian 
democracy—the democracy of Alexander Ste- 
phens, of Robert Toombs, and of Ben Hill— 
should advocate, on the floor of the national 
house of representatives, a measure which so 
completely abolishes all v@tige of state’s rights 
and state lines. . 

The wage and hour bill would have the same 
effect of lessening the rights of the people of a 
state to govern themselves as does the objec- 
tionable anti-lynching bill. No real southerner 
favors lynching but, at the same time, no real 
southerner will countenance an effort that 
would make it possible for a bureau in Wash- 
ington to discipline the officers and officials 
of a county in which such a crime should occur. 

To approve such usurpation of authority 
would be to view the people of the south as 
children—as irresponsible citizens, requiring ad- 
vice, admonition and punishment at the hands 
of the federal government. 

As surely as the night follows the day, ad- 
ditional power taken from the southern states 
and placed in the hands of officials in Wash- 
ington means immeasurable and unjustifiable 
damage to this section. 

Should this happen there will be no greater 
sufferers in all the great south than those 
laborers in whose name the iniquitous wage 
and hour bill was given birth and is being 
pushed by selfish interests in other sections. 


WHY JOBS ARE LOST 

Lack of skill was the reason for only 10 per 
cent of the employes dismissed by 76 large east- 
ern concerns, according to the result of a recent 
survey.

They can 
oppose the rending steel of bombs and guns 
with nothing but their flesh, and their courage 
sresults in little more than immolation on the 
carnage-reddened altar of Mars. The losses to 
their Japanese attackers are inconsiderable, by 
comparison. 

And two Japanese lieutenants wade through 
this swamp of blood, dip their gory hands into 
this morass of human agony, and exult in glee 
each time their fingers rise from the mess bear- 
ing a heart torn from a human breast. 

Of such, to the shame of the world, is mod- 
ern war and such are the callous fiends who 
gloat over the mounting pile of their personal 
victims. 


SIMPLE LOGIC 


A bill has been prepared for introduction in 
the Georgia legislature to allocate the gasoline 
tax money collected for the fuel used in air- 
planes, to the airports of the state. 

The gasoline tax, at its inception, was in- 
tended to provide better roads for those who 
paid the tax. Through it the automobile drivers 
paid for the highways which they enjoyed. It 
was a logical, direct method of taxing those 
chiefly benefited by an important improvement, 

Unquestionably there is seund logic in the 
proposal that the tax paid on gasoline for air- 
plane use should be used for the benefit of 
airplane operators—for the building, upkeep 
and improvement of Georgia airport facilities. 

The bill as now drawn provides that three 
cents of the tax on each gallon shall be allo- 
cated to municipal airports, while two cents 
more would be used, through a committee on 
aviation and a state director of aeronautics, 
for the promotion of new air fields. This would 
not interfere with the one cent of the tax al- 
ready allocated to schools, 

It is stated by airport authorities that it is- 
now customary for planes to fill their gasoline 
tanks in other states before coming into Geor- 
gia. It is believed, if the aviation companies 
knew the tax money was being used to improve 
airport facilities, they would buy a much greater 
proportion of their fuel in Georgia, thus pro- 
viding new revenue, instead of taking from that 
now received. 

It is estimated by the authors of the bill 
that, on the present basis of gasoline consump- 
tion, Candler Field would receive about $25,000 
annually under the plan. . 

Certainly, with proper supervision, there can 
be no logical reason to deny to aviation the 
same treatment that has been given motoring 
ever since gasoline taxes were first collected.

NEW YORK—One Soviet. dip- 
lomat stationed abroad, M. Alex- 
ander Barmine, has defied the 
Stalin regime by refusing to re- 
turn to Moscow when summoned 
home. M. Barmine was serving 
as charge d’affaires in Athens 
when he received instructions to 
come to the Red. capital for an 
accounting. Instead of answering 
the call, he went to France and 
placed himself under the protec- 
tion of French laws as a political 
refugee, 

Upon his arrival in Paris, M. 
Barmine addressed a communica- 
tion to the League for the Rights 
of -Man, wherein he stated that 
after serving the Soviet Union for 
19 years as a diplomat, he wanted 
to protest against “the ignomini- 
ous false and trumped-up charges” 
launched against a score of dip- 
lomats recently. Perhaps they are 
still alive, he says, but they have 
all ntysteriously disappeared. 

M. Barmine’s action does not 
come as a surprise, although it 
must have produced a certain con- 
sternation in official circles in 
Moscow. When Gregory Besso- 
dowsky, chief legation council at 
the Soviety embassy in Paris, re- 
fused to obey a summons home 
a few years ago, the whole So- 
viet diplomatic service was thrown 
into a turmoil]. 


The Bessodowsky case led to the 
installation of agents of the Rus- 
sian secret police in various em- 
bassies to keep a watch on diplo- 
mats. Bessodowsky himself was 
held captive for weeks in the em- 
bassy in Paris. When the secret 
police prepared to ship him home 
in a secret way, he managed to 
escape by climbing over a wall.

Barmine in Danger. 


M. Barmine’s letter to the 
League of Human Rights shows 
that a system of intimidation still 
prevails in the Soviet foreign serv- 
ice, for he writes: “I realize the 
danger that I run by my present 
action. I have signed my own 
death warrant and exposed my- 
self to official killers’ bullets.” 
But he adds: “I am thinking of 
my friends who have remained at 
their posts in other European 
countries, in Asia and America, 
and over whose heads hangs the 
constant menace of a similar fate 
and who must some day face the 
tragic choice either of returning 
home to certain death or, by their 
refusal, of risking a bullet from 
Soviet secret foreign agents—the 
same agents who only recently 
dogged my every footstep.”

Charges Certain Provisions 
Are Inspired by Soviet 
Five-Year Plan. 


recting a second attack upon the 
pending crop control bill, during 
which he charged that certain pro- 
visions were “Russianized” and 
inspired by the “Soviet five-year 
farm plan,” Senator Walter F. 
George, of Georgia, today predict- 
ed that in its present form the 
legislation would be declared un- 
constitutional like its predecssor, 
the old AAA. 

The senator aimed his chief 
criticism at the so-called Ellender 
amendment, which was  over- 
whelmingly voted down after the 
Georgian had finished his re- 
marks. 

The amendment provided that 
no payment should be made with 
respect to any farm under the soil 
conservation act, where there is 
grown on such farm an acreage 
of food and feed crops sufficient 
to meet home consumption re- 
quirements. 

Assails Bill’s Meaning. 

“T hope that my right arm will 
fall limp by my side,” he declared, 
“when I come into this body and 
dare say to the farmers ‘You must 
raise enough of whatever the sec- 
retary of agriculture says is good 
for your family and for the beasts 
of burden on your place, or you 
cannot participate ina fund to 
which you have contributed in the 
sweat of your brow and which is 
offered to all farmers who do cer- 
tain things. You cannot partici- 
pate in it unless you do some oth- 
er things which have no possible 
connection with the main objective 
and purpose of this legislation.’ 

“If we turn to the cotton sec- 
tion we find a very well-thought- 
out scheme to regulate commerce 
in cotton. Thaf section of the bill 
undertakes to regulate commerce 
in cotton—that is, interstate and 
foreign commerce. Once the pow- 
er to regulate is conceded or is 
found to exist, then it must neces- 
sarily be very largely in the dis- 
cretion of the legislative branch to 
say what things shall be done in 
furtherance of the regulation. 

Farms Already Stripped. } 

“Exactly on the same basis is 
the proposal to say what shall not 
be done with lands from which we 
have already stripped the articles 
which it is proposed to regulate in 
interstate commerce. 

“For the sake of sustaining the 
validity of the bill I experss the 
hope that those in charge of the 
bill will eliminate from it, rather 
than include in the bill, all of 
those provisions which cannot do 
anything in the world beyond 
weakening the legal status or 
standing of the bill if it should be- 
come law. | 

“But this is not the most seri- 
ous objection to the bill. The most 
serious objection to it is that the 
thought is: in precise harmony with 
the five-year program which was 
written some time ago in Russia.

AAA BILL OF 1931 


Declare Provisions Assure 
Ample Supplies of Rural 
Products. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 15.—(#)—The 
American Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion convention, over the objec- 
tion of New York state delegates, 
adopted today a resolution indors- 
ing provisions of the agricultural 
‘adjustment act of 1937, as pre- 
sented by the federation to the 
house and senate agricultural com- 
mittees, and now pending in con- 
gress. 

The resolution set forth that 
provisions of the act offer the na- 
tion assurance of ample supplies 
of farm products, afford farmers 
opportunity to control effectively 
surplus reserve supplies and as- 


sure farmers their fair share of 
the market at reasonable prices. 

Edward A. O’Neal was re-elect- 
ed president of the federation. He 
has served since 1931. Earl C, 
Smith, of Detroit, Ill. was re- 
named vice president. They serve 
two-year terms.

House Tied Into Knots. 


Earlier opponents of the admin- 
istration wage-hour bill tied the 
house into parliamentary knots to- 
day. 
Points of order, elaborate and 
time-killing explanations, and a 
seemingly unending series of 
“parliamentary inquiries” filled 
most of the day to plague the 
presiding officer and tax the re- 
sourcefulness of his principal ad- 
viser, the house parliamentarian, 
Foes of the measure were suc- 
cessful in forcing not one, but 
two readings of the 42-page bill. 
The first reading was. generally 
approved, because it gave every- 
one a chance to go to lunch, but 
the supporters of the measure 
made loud complaint at the sec- 
ond. 
In the end, and just before the 
house finally reached the verge 
of a major decision on the bill, 
Chairman Norton, Democrat, New 
Jersey, of the labor committee, 
appealed to the opposition to stop 
“filibustering” and permit the is- 
sues to be settled on their merits. 
At the same time, the house 
banking committee approved a 
proposal to help purchasers of 
homes costing more than $6,000. 
This would be done by reducing 
the present down payment re- 
quired for houses bought with the 
aid of government-insured mort- 
gages. Under the President’s pro- 
gram the down payment would be 
cut only in the case of homes 
costing less than that amount. 


Wage Bill Opponents Active. 


Opponents of the wage and 
hour bill provided the first ob- 
stacle by forcing a quorum call 
at the outset. That finished, Mrs. 
Norton sought to submit her com- 
mittee’s draft of the measure as 
a substitute for the pending sen- 
ate bill. At long last she was per- 
mitted to present it. Then it had 
to be read. Then a point of order 
against one section of it was 
sustained by the chair, meaning 
that the whole substitute was out 
of order. 

Mrs. Norton _ resourcefully 
reached for a copy of the substi- 
tute, penciled out the objection- 
able section, and submitted the 
remainder. It had to be read again. 

Point of Order Overruled. 

‘A point of order by Repre- 
sentative Snell, the minority 
leader, was discussed exhaustively 
and finally overruled -by the 
chair. So also were points of order 
by Representative Cox, Democrat, 
Georgia; Case, Republican, South 
Dakota, and Martin, Democrat, 
Colorado. 

Representative Dockweiler, 
Democrat, California, submitted a 
substitute for Mrs. Nortons’ sub- 
stitute. It was a proposal spon- 
sored by the American Federation 
of Labor that the act merely 
specify the maximum hours of 
labor shall be 40 per week and 
minimum wages shall be 40 conie 
an hour, 

The committee bill and the sen- 
ate bill, as well, specify that the 
exact figures for the minima and 
maxima shall be fixed by an ad- 
ministrative agency.

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THE PEOPLE OF POMPETL 


The streets of Pompeii are a 
foot or more below the level of 
the sidewalks. They are rather 
narrow, but two chariots could 
have passed each other on cer- 
tain streets. 

At corners, there are stepping 


stones. These were used by peo- 
ple on foot, and were useful when 
water filled the streets after a 
heavy rain. 


A part of Pompeii’s Forum. 


The stepping stones were placed 
a little distance apart, so chariots 
could pass them. Ruts worn in 
the pavement by chariot wheels 
can be seen today. 


Among the other sights I saw at 
Pompeii were objects in glass 
cases. These included pans and 
jugs made from bronze, also 
combs, dice and pieces of jewelry. 

In one case I saw nine loaves 
of Pompeiian bread. Once they 
were white, but now they are 
black. They were “carbonized” at 
the time Pompeii was buried by 


hot ashes. Later the guide showed | 


me the stone oven where the b 
was found. 


Think of bread 1,848 years 
Each loaf is of circular shape, 
is from seven to nine inches y 
and about two inches thick. 


Fish-hooks were found amid 
ruins. I looked at the hooks ec 
ly, and noticed that they 
barbed. Pompeii was near 
seashore, and some of the pe 
went fishing. A further proc 
this is found in the weights f 
fishing nets which have 
dug up. 

The exact population of anc 
Pompeii is not known, but 
believed to have been bety 
20,000 and 25,000. When

The world’s most powerful atom 
smashing machine has produced 
two chemical elements relatively 
new to science and has _ given 
promise of yielding others hither- 
to unknown.

In the first place the man ig- 
nored the advice’ given in the 
booklet. There I expressly caution 
against too rapid reduction, and 
explain that a sane, moderate re- 
duction regimen is one that brings 
about the loss of not more than 
two or three pounds a week, or 
say six to eight pounds in a month. 
Yet there the man went at it ham- 
mer and tongs, reducing at the 
rate of five pounds a week. I be- 
lieve that rate of reduction would 
make almost anybody feel ill, 

Seldom does anyone accumulate 
excess weight or superfluous flesh 
at an average rate of more than a 
pound a week, indeed the average 
rate of gain is nearer a pound a 
month. In other words the over- 
weight individual generally accu- 
mulates his surplus of 20 to 30 
pounds over a period of two or 
more years. 

Why are people who acquire 
overweight so leisurely in such a 
tearing hurry to get rid of it when 
they finally recognize their sad 
plight? For the same reason, [ 
imagine, that makes other people 
subject themselves to an astonish- 
ing amount of discomfort under 
various strenuous treatments 
which, they imagine, will “boil 
those poisons out” of the system.

a diet so severe that it reduces at 
the rate of five pounds a week. 
Greater determination than the 
average individual has. Sooner ovr 
later, where such a strenuous diet 
is followed, comes either an irre- 
sistible demand for proper iutri- 
ment or -a breakdown—illness 
from malnutrition. 

This hammer and tongs man 
further complained that the vita- 
mins—minerals suggested to sup- 
plement the restricted diet began 
to be unpalatable after the second 
week. In that circumstance there 
are other forms in which a fair ra- 
tion of vitamins and minerals may 
be taken daily to supplement any 


: restricted diet—and such vitamins, 


at least, should always be taken 
by anyone whose diet is being re- 
stricted for any purpose. There is 
no advantage to be gained in any 
case from restricting the supply of 
vitamins. Heaven knows few peo- 


an | ple get enough vitamins to main- 


tain optimal health anyway. 
Any adult who is putting on ex- 
cess weight can best control the 


.| weight by adopting these simple 


principles or even one or two of 
them, and retaining them per- 
manently: 

1. Eat one ‘less slice of bread, 
toast or equivalent amount of car- 
bohydrate food daily than you 
have been accustomed to eat. 

2. Push away from table just 
before the dessert arrives. Dessert 
is invariably just so much super- 
fluous food on top of a square 
meal. 

3. Use a quarter grain or half 
grain saccharin tablet instead of a 
teaspoonful of sugar for sweeten- 
ing tea or coffee, if you customa- 
rily use sugar. Up to five grains 
of saccharin daily is perfectly

A FEW SURPLUS POUNDS AN 
ADVANTAGE TO THE YOUNG 
WOMAN. 


The appalling thing about this 
reducing business is that so much 
of it is carried on by young wom- 
en who should not be reducing. 
Up to the age of 30 your looks 
and health are much more likely 
to suffer from underweight than 
from avoirdupois. Those few ex- 
tra pounds are a_ protection 
against disease and there is noth- 
ing less attractive than illness. 


It has been my experience, how- 
ever, that the-most recklessly de- 
termined reducers are to be found 
among these young women. That 
this. experience is by no means 
unique is indicated by the action 
of the health department of the 
city of New York, which is cam- 
paigning to make young women 
appreciate the protection of a 
small surplus of weight against 
tuberculosis, the disease which is 
responsible for one-fourth of all 
the deaths of young women. 

The occasion for this weight in- 
terest by Health Commissioner 
John L. Rice’s department was an 
advertisement which read: “Want- 
ed, young women between the 
ages of 20 and 25 years of age for 
models. Must be 5 feet 8 inches 
tall. Must weigh not over 114 
pounds.” The height of 5 feet 8 
inches probably included high 
heels, but even so, the 114 pounds 
is far too little. 

There is an even greater margin 
between the weight stipulated and 
the 138 or 141 pounds a girl of 
5 feet 8 inches should normally 
weigh at that age. Only an un- 
usually tall, slender girl with a 
very light frame could meet the

HANK GREENBERG 
AGAIN DRIVES IN 
MOST RUNS IN °37 


1935 Leader, Who Was 
Out Last Year, Bats 
Across 167. 


By WILLIAM WEEKES. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 15.—(P)—A 
season of virtual inactivity failed 
to damage big Hank Greenberg's 
ability to slam out those hits with 
men on bases. 

The brawny Detroit Tiger first 
baseman who led the American 
league in the art of batting runs 
over the plate in 1935, but was 
able to play in only 12 games in 
1936 because of a wrist injury, 
came back bigger and better than 
ever last season, to recapture the 
title from Hal Trosky, of Cleve- 
land, the official averages disclosed 
today. Greenberg’s war club was 
responsible for driving in 183 runs, 
only one short of the league record 
established by Lou Gehrig, of the 
New York Yankees in 1931, and 13 
better than his own leading mark 
in 1935. 

YANKEE POWERHOUSE. 


Although Greenberg won the 
title, three potent reasons why the 
Yankees overpowered all opposi- 
tion followed him in order. Joe 
DiMaggio landed runnerup with 
167 runs batted in, rising from 
ninth place in 1936; Gehrig had 
159, dropping from second to third, 
and Bill Dickey was fourth with 
133, boosting him from 16th place. 

Trosky, who won the honors a 
year ago with 162 runs slugged in, 
followed the Yankee trio with 128. 

Gehrig moved into a class by 
himself by making the 100-or-bet- 
ter club for the 12th season, break- 
ing a tie with Al Simmons, of 
Washington, and Leon (Goose) 
Goslin, of the Tigers. The Yankees 
again led in mass driving in of 
runs with 922, just short of their 
1936 mark of 995. 

SIX IN ONE INNING. 

Roger Cramer, Boston outfielder, 
came up with a new league record 
for runs batted home in one in- 
ning. Against the Chicago White 
Sox on August 29, he drove in six. 
The former mark of five was held 
jointly by Ty Cobb, of Detroit; 
Ray Bates, Philadelphia; Chick 
Gandil, Chicago, and Al Simmons, 
Philadelphia.

Dear Ralph: 

It must be rather pleasant, sitting contentedly over there in 
Denmark, learning all about Atlanta under the sponsorship of 
the Rosenwald Foundation. 

In our lesson today we shall take up the Atlanta police force. 

When you get. back to Atlanta, I -want you to meet these 


ing them in the past, but in a brand-new shiny way that will 
open your eyes. 

I found out today that you and I can learn a lot 
about a policeman, particularly a motorcycle policeman, 
by merely getting off in a corner and talking to the boy 
when he is relaxed and not trying to overtake some- 
one, who, for no good reason that he can explain, is try- 
ing to get somewhere in a hell of a hurry. > 
You and I have always considered these motorcycle police- 

men as a group of heavy-set young men placed around the 
streets by taxpayers to prevent speeders from picking up likely- 
looking pedestrians as ornaments for their radiators. 

_ And you and I always felt that as long as the speeder’s 
fondnéss for unusual radiator caps was held down to chromium 
airplanes and streamlined goddess’ heads done in bright silver, 
the traffic policeman was doing his job. 

That has been the trouble with all of us. We have 
been inclined to look upon a policeman as a Jap looks 
on a Chinaman, okay as long as he works for you and 
keeps his mouth shut and minds his own business while 
he’s, protecting yours. 

But, I met the Atlanta police today and I found out what 
they really are. 

And, Sellave it or not, Ralph, they’re better human beings 
than you or I are. 

Down at the police station they have what they call “The 
Twenty-six Club.” : 

The name sounds like a well-known New York 
night club. If. you were to hear it offhand, you’d con- 
sider it just another one of those joints where they hyp- 
notize you with undressed girls while they take all the 
money you have for as little to eat or drink as they can 
give you and get away with it. 

But this “26 Club” here in Atlanta is a real organization. 

It started off with 26 members, 26 boys who race motor- 
cycles over the Atlanta streets and get off at the school cor- 
ners when school is taking in or letting out to help boys and 
girls across the street. 

They are the policemen who have been training those young 
school kids, organizing them into safety patrols, teaching them 
that automobile traffic can be just as menacing to human life 
as an airplane bomb, and teaching them to look both ways be- 
fore they step out into the street—a pretty good rule for any 
move in life. 

I found out that these policemen don’t consider this 
just a boresome detail in a routine life. They don’t con- 
sider the school kids as a bunch of little pests who are | 
very, verv lucky if they don’t get their necks broken, 
the way they carry on. 

They love those kids, | - 

Every policeman who stands outside a school has become a 
close personal acquaintance of every kid he helps across the 
street. : 

One of these motorcycle boys told me yesterday: 

“Why, when they put me on the corner over in that neigh- 
borhood where I am, the kids had been taught by their parents 
to keep away from a policeman. Their parents had taught them 
that policemen were undesirable so-and-so’s, not fit for any re- 
spectable housebreaker’s son to associate with. I been there 
a year. Today, the kids who used to walk a block down the 
street to cross where | couldn’t help them, are coming up to 
me, slapping me on the back, calling me by my first name.” 

That’s what the policemen want these kids to do. 


They want the children to know them better. They 
want the children to know that the policeman is the 
best friend anybody could have. They want the kids to 
understand that a policeman will help anybody with any 
problem, and that problem doesn’t have to involve a 
broken law. “That problem can be just a little hard luck 
where some sound advice can straighten everything out. 

So, these policemen, these members of the ‘‘26-Club,” have 
decided that they will adopt one of the families in our Ten 
Opportunities fund. | 

They want to take some mother, who has a hard 
time slaving and struggling to support two or three chil- 
dren, and help her to rear those children into good, solid, 
useful citizens. : ; 

As Lieutenant Wheeler told me: 
“Most of us have had a hard struggle ourselves. Most of 
us have kids of our own. We have good jobs now, we can live 
comfortably. We want to give a break to some kids who have 
nothing to look forward to in life.” 

So this “26 Club,” Ralph, is going to adopt a family. 

It is going to see that that family has the things in life it 
needs and that the kids get to know policemen as they really 
are—regular human beings. ) 

Don’t you think, Ralph, that in doing a job like this they- 
will be teaching this whole community that policemen are reg- 
ular human beings? 

. Don’t you think they will be setting an example to 

a lot of people in this community who smugly believe 

they are “the tops,” but who never show it; who only 

protect themselves and their selfish of concern for 
others by that icy aura that the world*calls poise and 
respectability ? 


. 

This “26 Club” is the real stuff, Ralph. 

They couldn’t do a better job than to have the younger 
generation grow up learning to love them because they are 
human, and not fearing them because they carry guns and can 
be hard-boiled when it’s necessary. 

It’s not just the financial problems of this unfortunate fam- 
ily that they expect to solve. 

They expect to go much farther than that.

Senator’s Farm Bill Views 


Hit by Ex-Governor. 


MURRAYVILLE, Dec. 15.—(P) 
Former Governor Talmadge today 
assailed Senator Walter F. George, 
of Georgia, in an address at a 
meeting of farmers in this com- 
munity near Gainesville. 

Senator George comes up for re- 
election next year and there have 
been political rumors that Tal- 
madge might oppose him, but he 
did not discuss his plans in the 
address here.
